For  the  Year  1960 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I am  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  district  has  been 
satisfactory  during  1950.  The  crude  death  rate  of  8.2  per  thousand 
of  the  estimated  population  was  very  slightly  higher  than  the  pre- 
vious year,  but  was  well  below  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
11.6.  The  birth  rate  at  18.9  per  thousand  shows  a further  decrease 
over  the  previous  years  but  was  still  above  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales — 15.8.  I am  most  happy  to  report  that  the  death  rate 
amongst  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  (infant  mortality  rate) 
was  33  per  thousand  live  births,  the  lowest  figure  yet  recorded  in  the 
district,  and  a decrease  of  31  per  thousand  on  the  five  years  average 
— 1945/49.  There  was  one  maternal  death  during  the  year. 

The  total  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  shows  a slight  increase 
coinpared  with  the  previous  year,  1356  cases  being  notified  in  com- 
parison with  1280  in  1949.  This  increase  was  due  to  more  numerous 
notifications  of  whooping  cough.  A further  decrease  occurred  in  the 
incidence  of  scarlet  fever,  only  69  cases  being  notified  compared 
with  100  during  the  previous  year. 

I am  particularly  happy  to  report  that  the  incidence  of  diph- 
theria has  continued  to  decline,  and  onlv  three  cases  were  notified 
during  the  year  under  review.  This  is  the  lowest  incidence  of 
diphtheria  on  record  since  1934  when  the  population  of  the  district 
commenced  to  increase  rapidly  due  to  the  infiux  of  population  from 
Liverpool.  This  low  incidence  of  diphtheria,  compared  with  pre- 
vious years,  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  energetic  diphtheria  immuni- 
sation campaign  which  has  been  carried  out  in  the  area  during  recent 
years.  No  cases  of  typhoid  or  para-typhoid  fever  were  notified. 
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5 cases  of  acute  polio-myelitis  were  reported.  The  incidence  of 
tuberculosis  shows  a slight  increase — 75  cases  of  respiratory,  and  11 
cases  of  non -respiratory  tuberculosis  being  notified  during  the  year, 
compared  with  66  respiratory  and  20  non-respiratory  cases  during 
the  previous  year.  There  were  30  deaths  from  respiratory  disease 
compared  with  34  during  1949. 

Overcrowding  in  many  parts  of  the  district  owing  to  the  acute 
shortage  of  houses,  continues,  and  as  stated  in  my  previous  reports 
it  is  difficult  to  assess  accurately  the  adverse  influence  it  must  have 
on  the  health  of  the  community. 

I should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Cooper,  together  with  the  Staff  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  loyal  help  and  co-operation  during  the 
year.

The  Water  Supply  for  the  District  is  obtained  from  the  Corporation 
of  Liverpool,  and  is  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  in  cjuantity.  Water  is 
supplied  from  public  mains  as  follow’^s  : — 

(a)  Direct  to  dwelling  houses  : — 13,707  dwelling  houses. 

(b)  By  means  of  stand  pipe  ; — none. 

Water  is  supplied  from  a jerivate  supply  in  one  case  i.e.,  shallow  well, 
and  serving  one  dwelling  house. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage  : 

The  greater  part  of  the  district  is  served  by  disposal  works  employing 
sedimentation  tanks,  percolating  filters,  and  sludge  digestion  plant,  D.W.F. 
950,000  gallons  per  day.  Remainder  of  the  district  taken  by  Liverpool  sewers. 

Plans  for  ^190,500  extension  scheme  to  present  sewage  disposal  works 
lodged  with  Ministry  of  Health.  Public  Enquiry  has  been  held  and  the  Minist- 
ry has  approved  the  scheme.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department 
has  proceeded  satisfactorily  and  steadily.  All  matters  appertaming 
to  the  satisfactory  environmental  condition  of  the  district  have 
received  our  careful  attention.  Particularly  we  have  paid  careful 
attention  to  all  premises  where  food  is  sold  or  deposited  for  sale. 

Housing  conditions  in  the  district  are  generally  good,  except 
in  the  older  parts  of  the  area  in  which  most  of  our  sub -standard 
property  is  located.  These  properties  continue  to  receive  our  fullest 
attention.  A certain  amount  of  overcrowding  exists  in  the  dis- 
trict but  this  cannot  be  accurately  assessed  vithout  a survey.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  : 

Milk  Supply — 

The  bulk  of  the  milk  supply  for  the  district  comes  from  the  large 
dealers  outside  the  area.  '.There  are  now  only  two  cow-keepers  with  premises 
within  the  district  registered  under  The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949. 
Other  purveyors  of  milk  with  premises  within  the  district  number  four. 

Premises  are  inspected  frequently  and  their  condition  is  good.  Regular 
samples  are  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  from  all  purveyors  includ-

Ice  Cream  : 

There  are  33  premises  within  the  district  registered  under  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  (Rivers  Board  & General  Powers)  Act,  1938.  Twenty 
seven  are  dealers  only,  and  six  are  manufacturing  dealers.  Of  the  latter  one  is 
making  hot  mix,  and  five  use  the  complete  cold  mix  powder.  Premises 
are  frequently  inspected  and  all  operations  regularly  scrutinised. 

Generally  conditions  are  satisfactory  on  all  these  premises.  One  of  our 
chief  difficulties  is  the  keeping  check  on  surreptitious  hawkers  of  ice  cream 
who  may  arrive  in  the  district  at  all  hours.  This  form  of  trading  would  be 
more  easily  controlled  if  these  hawkers  were  required  to  bo  registered  with  the 
local  authority  in  whose  district  they  trade.
